Re-election of live directors whose

The public hearing held by the 
Highway and Sewer committee of 
Council to learn the property holders 
opinion as to the laying of the new 
gas main on Sabine avenue was very 
well attended.

As a result of a recent meeting of 
the School Board the school tax rate 
has been reduced one mill, or from 
19 to 18 mills. This tax rate was 
made possible by careful pruning 
and economies in the budget for 
1928-29 which was reported by the 
Finance Committee and adopted by 
the board. The reduction, however, 
was not at the expense of teacher's 
salaries or the general efficiency of 
the school but by effecting certain 
economies which in no way inter- 
fere with the general well-being of 
the school. The new school tax rate 
supersedes that of 19 mills which 
has been in effect for about 10 
years. The per capita school tax 
remains unchanged. 

There is only one vacancy in the 
school teaching staff at the present 
time which means the smallest 
change of personnel in several years. 
That one was created by the resign- 
ation of Miss Louise MVMorran. 
who will discontinue teaching. Miss 
Frances B. Decou also resigned but 
her work as secretary will be done 
by Mrs. Ruby K. Perishich, who is 
in charge of health and secretarial 
work, so no vacancy results in this 
case. 

With the two exceptions noted 
above, the teaching staff was re- 
elected en masse. The appointments 
for the next school year are as fol- 
lows : Kindergarten, Ethel L. Wil- 
liams: first grade.

TREE PROBLEM IS 
ROTARY SUBJECT 



Harold G. Mattoon Tells of 

Insects Which Attack 

Growth. 



NEW OFFICERS ELECTED 



A talk on trees and the election 
of officers were the features at the 
meeting of the Bala-Cynwyd-Nar- 
berth Rotary Club Tuesday. The 
speaker was Harold G. Mattoon, of 
Cynwyd, tree expert of the firm of 
Harrison, Mcrtz and Emlen. 

Mr. Mattoon, chosen to bring the 
message of National Forest Week, 
spoke in practical vein of the tree 
problems affecting the average sub- 
urbanite. Such matters, he said, 
are of more intimate interest than 
the conservation programs in for- 
ests hundreds of miles away. 

"Many of the diseases and in- 
sect pests which attack the iorest 
find their first foothold in the shade 
trees of cities and their suburbs," 
the speaker said. "We must control 
them, both for the sake of our own 
irees and to save the forests. - ' 

Mr. Mattoon mentioned a num- 
ber of the common scourges of 
trees, and showed the members 
specimens of wood with the marks 
of insect ravages and disease. That 
these attacks are widespread was 
demonstrated by the statement that 
over 400 species of insects attack 
the oak alone. 

Fire, said the speaker, is well 
known as a destroyer of the forests 
because, being spectacular, it gets 
much publicity. But ten times as 
much damage, he claimed, is done 
by "bugs." Some of these he de- 
scribed at length. 

Borers, aphids and scale insects 
are the worst, the Rotarians were 
told. The borer most annoying to 
shade trees is the leopard moth, 
which lays its eggs high in the 
branches. The worm, when hatch- 
ed, bores for many inches through 
the heart of live wood, weakening 
the branch. 

Preceding the talk, the club 
chose the officers who will take 
charge of affairs on July 1. Guy 
Croyle was elected president; W. 
Russell Green, vice president ; Wil- 
liam H. Fowler, secretary; William 
H. Decker, treasurer; Conrad Al- 
brecht and Fred Walzer, directors.

SET BY C00LIDGE 



President Urges Observance 

of Consevation and 

Expansion 

BIG NATIONAL PROBLEM 

The text of the President's procla- 
mation is as follows: 

"For several years a special week 
has been set apart for public discussion 
of our forests and of what must be 
done to safeguard and restore them. 
Among the agencies making for prog- 
ress in this direction, American Forest 
Week has proved its usefulness and I 
am glad to proclaim it again and to 
announce that Canada is again concur- 
rently observing a similar week. 

"The rehabilitation of our forests de- 
mands first of all that the forest fire 
evil be suppressed. Many of the for- 
ested States, with the co-operation of 
timberland owners, have undertaken 
organized protection against forest 
fires, and in recent years, under the 
Clarke-McNary law, the Federal Gov- 
ernment has given its support to the 
movement. This great co-operative en- 
terprise must be extended and strength- 
ened until every forested county in the 
United States is safeguarded against 
forest fires. 

"But we are still far from the goal of 
complete protection. Every year, on 
the average, 80,000 fires scourge our 
woodlands, steadily undermining their 
vitality. For this bad situation, the 
blame falls equally on us all. Public 
agencies rarely provide adequate pro- 
tection against fire, the timberland 
owner is too often indifferent to his 
property, the forest worker is too often 
neglectful of the future forest, the 
average citizen is too often careless 
with fire in the woods. We must all 
gain such respect for the forest that its 
destruction through indifference or 
carelessness shall be unthinkable. 

"We can not permanently abuse our 
forests with impunity. The soil is the 
ultimate source of all our wealth and 
of life itself. One-fourth of our Amer- 
ican soil is best suited for forests. 
Much of this land is already idle. More 
of it is being made idle by destructive 
logging and fire. Yet we can not 
safely permit our forest land to lie fal- 
low and useless any more than we can 
permit our farms and factories to lie 
idle. 

"To make our vast empire of forest 
land fully productive of continuous 
crops of timber will have momentous 
consequences in our national life. It 
will give agriculture the advantage of 
a new and valuable crop. It will afford 
permanent employment to millions of 
men in the forest industries. It will 
provide raw materials for many indus- 
tries. It will furnish traffic for our 
railroads. It will maintain foreign 
and domestic commerce. It will re- 
store our forests as conservers of soil 
and water, and as givers of health and 
pleasure to our people. 

"We already have made a beginning 
in forest renewal; but the task is stu- 
pendous, and we should permit no 
satisfaction over what has been done to 
blind us to the magnitude of what re- 
mains to be done. 

"NOW. THEREFORE, I, CAL- 
VIN COOLIDGE, President of the 
United States of America, do hereby 
designate and set ' aside as American 
Forest Week the week beginning April 
23 and ending April 28, in this year of 
1928. I recommend to the Governors 
of the various States that they also 
designate this week for special observ- 
ance by all our people; and that where 
practicable and not in conflict with law 
or custom, Arbor Day be observed 
during the course of the same week, 
I urge that during that week all citi- 
zens and appropriate organizations — 
including public officials, legislators, 
business organizations, educators, edi- 
tors, clergymen, landowners, and 
others — give thought to the preserva- 
tion and wise use of our forests, to 
the end that energetic forest policies 
will be adopted in all communities." 



American Forest Week 

President Coolidge has officially 
designated the week of April 22-2S for 
nation-wide observation of the annual 
"American Forest Week." 

The President set apart this week, 
he said, "for public discussion of our 
forests and of what must be done to 
safeguard and restore them." He em- 
phasized particularly the need for sup- 
pressing the forest fire evil, and point- 
ed out the benefits to agriculture, in- 



dustry, commerce and national life that 
will result from making the forest 
lands of the United States fully pro- 
ductive of continuous timber crops. 
. This year marks the eighth annual 
observance of American Forest Week, 
President Harding, in 1921, having is- 
sued the first proclamation which 
brought the Federal Government be- 
hind the movement. The week this 
year, as it has for the past two years, 
assumes an international scope through 
the fact that Canada is observing its 



"Save the Forests" week at the same 
time. 

The week in the United States is di- 
rected by an American Forest Week 
Committee, of which Theodore Roose- 
velt, of New York, is chairman. A 
large number of organizations, repre- 
senting a wide variety of interests, are 
co-operating, among them associations 
representing outdoor, wild life, and 
recreational interests, foresters and 
forestry association, the lumber con- 
sumers of forest products, labor, sci- 
entific, civic, agricultural, press, church, 
and women's organizations, as well as 
the State and Federal Governments. 
Local Forest Week committees are be- 
ing organized in every State. 

In his proclamation, President Cool- 
idge urges that during the week "all 
citizens and appropriate organizations 
—including public officials, legislators, 
business organizations, educators, edi- 
tors, clergymen, landowners and others 
—give thought to the preservation and '/ 
wise use of our forests, to the end that [ 
energetic forest policies will be adopted 
in all communities." 

Ex-Governor Martin G. Brumbaugh 
is chairman of the Pennsylvania Amer- 
ican Forest Week Committee.

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New Bryn Mawr Presbyterian 

Church Is Nearing Completion 



What probably will be the 
handsomest church structure 
along the Main Line and one of 
the finest in the suburbs is rapidly 
nearing completion in Bryn 
Mawr. The edifice is being built 
by the Bryn Mawr Presbyterian 
Church to replace its present 
structure adjoining. 

Dr. Andrew Mutch, pastor, will 
conduct his first service in the new 
church Sunday, May f>, according 
to present plans. 

Built along Gothic lines of arch- 
itecture, this improvement will 
cost in excess of $500,000. It is 
being constructed by Doyle and 
Company from plans by Walter 
T. Karcher and Livingston 
Smith, Philadelphia architects. 

The new church has an exterior 
of Foxcroft stone trimmed with 
cut stone. It is fireproof with en- 
trances on all sides. The build- 
ing has an imposing tower which 
is topped by a metal steeple. 

One of its many features is an 
excellent organ, the pipes of which 
have been placed in the tower 
which opens into the church. 

More than 1300 persons can be 
accommodated in the church, 
while quarters have been provided 
in the basement for community 
enterprises. Care was exercised in 
the planning of the building that 
worshippers in any part of the 
church will be able to hear dis- 
tinctly at all times and for this 
reason the interior is trimmed 
with special acoustic tile.

QUAKERS 

An Exposition of Their Faith 

Prepared Especially for 

"Our Town." 



The following article, prepared by Miss 
Marion T. Justice, clerk' of the Merion 
Preparative Friends' Meeting, concludes 
the second series of pages dciotcd to 
the churches of .Xarbcrtli. 

About the year 1(147 a young man of 
1!) vears. one George Fox, felt a restless 
urge to seek a spiritual truth other than 
which the church of his time offered. 
Alone he sought for it and at last— as lie 
records in his Journal "When all hopes 
in all men were gone so that I had noth- 
ing outwardly to help me nor could tell 
what to do— then, oh then. 1 heard a 
voice which said "there is one even Christ 
Jesus, that can speak to thy condition' 
and when 1 heard mv heart did leap with 

joy." 

Thus was laid the foundation stone of 
the Society of Friends— the revelation 
of the inner light which asks no human 
mediator to translate its meaning to the 
individual. Gudied by this inward mani- 
festation of the Christ spirit, the early 
Friends lived their daily lives in practical 
observance of the laws of justice, tem- 
perance, commercial honesty and social 
form. Friends were among the first to 
advocate and help bring about prison re- 
form, abolition of slavery, suppression of 
the liquor traffic and to look after the 
welfare of Xegroes and Indians. 

The testimony for peace has always 
been a vital part of our principles, shire 
George Fox said, "that he lived m the 
virtue of that life and power which took 
awav the occasion of all wars." 1- or the 
most part consistently the society has 
stood for the truth that the only way to 
settle inemational disputes was by a 
spirit of love and justice. During the 
course of the recent world war, many 
young people of the society found their 
active work in giving fearless and im- 
partial service to the war victims. It 
was in 1017. that the American Friends 
Service Committee was organized and 
this has done much to awaken the so- 
cial consciousness of the present-day 
Friends, and to spread a greater under- 
standing of the Quakers throughout the 

world. , . , , , 

The Society of I-nends has no creed 
in the ordinary sense of the word, 
hut a member has grouped a number 
of statements which he calls the first 




four principles of the Society of 
Friends. 

First— The Supreme Being. Recog- 
nition and worship of God, the Creator 
and Ruler of All, attributing to Him 
the supreme qualities of Goodness, 
Love and Mercy. (The first of these 
is fundamental to all religion.) 

Second — The Divine Immanence. 
Relief that God. thus good, loving and 
merciful, directly reveals himself to 
the perceptions of man; that his light 
shines into our souls, if we admit it, 
and becomes thus "God's gift for 
man's salvation." (The second is the 
distinctive doctrine of Friends, with- 
out which there can be no Quakerism.) 

Third— The Scriptures. Confirming 
this immediate revelation of^ the Di- 
vine nature and purpose, the Scriptures 
record the visitations of God to the 
souls of men in past ages, and, in the 
New Testament, present to us the 
sublime and crowning truths of the 
Christian dispensation. We therefore 
revere the Scriptures, and desire to 
become possessors of the truth they 
contain, through the enlightenment of 
the same Spirit by which that truth 
was originally given forth by God. 
\nd without such enlightenment we 
believe none can obtain a true spiritual 
knowledge of them. 

Fourth— The Christ Rule in Daily 
Life. Desiring the guidance of the 
Divine Spirit which was in Jesus, and 
embracing, from the force of His ex- 
ample, and through inward convince- 
nient, the infinite truth He illustrated 
and taught, Friends see in it the ideal 
of a religious life, and have striven to 
make real His teachings— the Spirit, 



not the letter; Reality, not Form; 
Love, not Hatred; Brotherly Kindness, 
not Oppression; Moderation, not Ex- 
cess; Simplicity, not Ostentation; Sin- 
cerity. n"t Pretense; Truth, not Deceit; 
Economy, not Waste, and out of their 
sincere, if unperfected, endeavors to 
guide their daily acts by these Chris- 
tian rules have logically and directly 
| come their "testimonies'^ and most, if 
I not all. of their "peculiarities." 
i Our Meetings have simplicity as 
1 their keynote. We meet at an ap- 
I pointed time and sit in silence. This 
I silence must be filled with the desire 
| to know and feel God within us. Sil- 
I ent prayer and meditation are aids in 
| attaining this state. If as often in such 
'a meeting there comes to someone the 
I conviction that his thoughts should be 
I shared with others, he rises and gives 
i his message — briefly since the value is 
often lost if buried unduly in needless 
' words. A responsibility rests on 
. everyone present to try and raise the 
] spiritual temperature by his own deep 
seeking and by giving sympathetic at- 
tention to those who may have a mes- 
sage. 

This constitutes an ideal Meeting 
toward which we strive. 

To all of you who read this we ex- 
tend a cordial invitation to join us in 
| our meeting for worship some First 
day morning in the old Merion Meet- 
ing House. Our meeting House has 
an historical background that draws 
I many strangers from distant points to 
i visit with us. We are glad to meet and 
talk with them and we are especially 



glad to welcome those of you who live 
nearby.

Shakespeare's drama of "The 
Taming of the Shrew," and a mod- 
ern play. "Tickless Time," by Susan 
Glaspell and f.eorge Cram Cook, 
were enacted by the dramatic club 
of the Lower Slerion High School 
senior class Friday night in the se- 
nior high school at Ardmore, before 
an appreciative audience that filled 
the auditorium to capacity. 

Given for the Leonard Wood Me- 
morial Leprosy Hospital fund, the 
benefit performance was a marked 
success, from a dramatic as well as 
financial standpoint. Capable act- 
ing, good stage settings and re- 
markably clear enunciation distin- 
guished the plays, which were pre- 
sented with a finish of which a more 
experienced troupe might well be 
proud.
